H. F. No. 46, A bill for an act relating to economic development; establishing a forgivable loan program for 

remote recreational businesses; requiring a report; appropriating money. 
 
The bill was read for the first time and referred to the Committee on Workforce and Business Development

Igo introduced: 
 

H. F. No. 47, A bill for an act relating to economic development; establishing an oriented strand board 
production incentive program; appropriating money; proposing coding for new law in Minnesota Statutes, chapter 41A. 
 
The bill was read for the first time and referred to the Committee on Agriculture Finance and Policy.

H. F. No. 48, A bill for an act relating to state government; prohibiting the imposition of certain taxes during a 

shutdown period; prohibiting the expiration of state licensing during a shutdown period; amending Minnesota 
Statutes 2020, section 290.0131, by adding a subdivision; proposing coding for new law in Minnesota Statutes, 
chapter 290; proposing coding for new law as Minnesota Statutes, chapter 12C.
